To find any section’s approximate share of unemploym ent, the 
figures indicate, it is necessary only to determine the area’s percent­ 
age of the total population or normal employment.

have 8.1 per cent of the nation’s population. 
Early in 1930 they had 
7.7 per cent of the gainfully employed persons, and now have 7.8 
per cent of the registered job-seekers.

THE STRA NG E YEAR OF 1816 
In presenting this 
article 
we 
turn the pages of history back one 
hundred and tw enty years, to the 
year o f 1816, w hich 
has 
been 
concluded to have been one of the 
strangest years In history, so far 
as w eather is concerned. 
W e are 
able to reproduce it through the 
kindnes of A, J. Johnson of the 
T aylor neighborhood, 
w ho 
last 
w eek gave us a clipp ing from a 
ne w spaper printed in 1816. 
One hundred and tw en ty years 
ago A m erica and G reat 
Britain 
alike' exp erienced th e m ost 
re­ 
m arkable 
tw elv e 
m onths 
of 
w eather in all h istory. 
It w as a 
year w ith ou t a 
sum m er, 
that 
strange year of 1816, and for a 
long tim e it wfas referred to 
as 
“ E ighteen H undred and Starve to 
D eath.” 
In 1916 a reader 
con ­ 
tributed th e folow in g account of 
it to the B oston Post: 
T he m ost curious w eather 
of 
w hich w e have any 
record 
was 
that of th e year 1816. 
There are 
but few now living w ho recollect 
it, but European and 
A m erican 
data represent it as being p hcn- 
onm enal in alm ost every particu­ 
lar. 
The w inter w as very 
cold 
in 
Europe, and quite m ild 
in 
this 
country, but the follow ing su m ­ 
m er w as th e coldest ever know n 
in the U nited States. January w as 
m ild, so m uch as as to render fire 
alm ost n eed less in parlors. 
F eb­ 
ruary w as not very cold; w ith the 
excep tion o f a few d ays it 
w as 
quite m ild. 
M arch w as m ild dur­ 
ing the first part of it; the 
re­ 
m ainder w as m ild. 
A great freshet on the Ohio and 
K entucky riv ers.ca u sed great loss 
of property. 
A pril began- Wiuan, but 
grew 
colder as it advanced and ended 
in snow and ice, w ith a tem pera­ 
ture m ore like w inter than spring. 
May w as more rem arkable for 
groans than 
sm iles. 
Buds, 
and 
flow ers w ere frozen; ice form ed 
half an inch thick; corn w as k ill­ 
ed and the fields w ere again and 
again planted, until it w as d eem ­ 
ed too late. 
June 
w as 
the 
coldest 
ever 
know n in th is latitude; frost, snow 
and ice w ere 
com m on. 
A lm ost 
every green 
thing 
w as 
killed; 
fruit w as nearly 
all 
destroyed; 
snow fell to the depth 
of 
ten 
inches in Verm ont, 7 in 
M aine 
and three in C entral 
N ew York 
and M assachusetts. 
July w as accom panied by frost 
and ice. 
On the 5th ice w'as form ­ 
ed to the thickness of 
com m on 
w indow glass 
throughout 
N ew 
England, N ew 
York 
and 
som e 
parts of P ennsylvania; corn w as 
nearly all destroyed. 
Ice w as form ed h alf an 
inch 
thick. 
Corn w as so frozen that 
the greater part w as 
cut 
dow n 
and dried 
for 
fodder. 
A lm ost 
every green thing w as destroyed 
in this country and in Europe. 
Papers received from 
E ngland 
stated that it w ould be rem em ­ 
bered by that generation that the 
year of 1816 w as a year in w hich 
there w as no sum m er. Very little 
corn ripened in 
N ew 
England 
and the M iddle 
states. 
Farm ers 
supplied 
th em selv es 
from 
corn 
produced in 1815 for the seed of 
the spring of 1817. 
It 
sold 
at 
from $4 to $5 per bushel. 
Septem ber fu rnish ed about tw o 
w eeks o f the m ildest w eather of 
the season. 
Soon after the m id­ 
dle it becam e very cold and frosty 
and ice form ed a quarter of 
an 
inch thick. 
O ctober produced 
m ore 
than 
its share o f 
cold 
w eather 
and 
frost. 
N ovem ber was very blustering. 
Enough snow fell to m ake good 
sleighing. 
D ecem ber 
w as 
quite 
m ild and com fortable. 
T hrough the sum m er all 
N a­ 
ture seem ed to be clad in 
sable 
hue, the sun gave out little heat 
w hen it did shine, and m an ex 
hibited no little an xiety concern 
ing the future of his 
life.

average w holesale price of flour 
w as $18 a barrel.— M arion C ounty 
Standard.
